The Elixir of Life Found. 


According to a communication recently ad- 


dressed by the eminent scientist, M. Drown- 
Sequard, to the French Academy of Medi- 
cine, It appears that he has prepared a con- 
coction warranted to Infuse fresh doses of vi- 
tal energy Into constitutions shattered by age 
or illness. As yet, for there Is no public rec- 
ord of its trial as a recuperative and revital- 
izing agent, all tlmt can bo said is that It ig 
Intrinsically compounded of revolting mate- 
rials. The physiologist, it stated, cuts out 
certain parts of living animals, such as 
guinea pigs, and tho pieces of quivering flesh 
pounded together by the pestle and mortar 
of pharmaceutical commerce are made into 
a kind of paste with water. The essence of 
this compound is then Injected under the 
skin of the patient with a syringe similar to 
that employed by the votaries of morphine.

Some Carious Expressions Peculiar to the 


North and Sooth. 


It seems the most natural thing in the 


world for a southerner, in calling another 
person, to say "O, Johnl" but it always 
soems to amuse our friends across tho way. 
It is the "O" that excites their merriment, 
and in attempting to give the peculiarity 
they often represent us as saying "Ho I Johnl" 
which we nover say. 


Another southern expression which always 


sounds queer to northern cars is the use of 
tho word "mighty" as an adverb. Bnt to 
those accustomed to it, "mighty pretty" con- 
veys an idea of beauty that tbe overbur- 
dened northern word "lovely" doesn't reach. 
Turning to Webster to see if It mu»t be given 
up, we find that it Is allowable when used 
colloquially. Good! We should never want 
to use it except colloquially. 


In the north a man fills his wagon "box" 


with corn and "draws" it to town; in the 
south he fills his wagon "bod" with com and 
"hauls" it to the^some place. 


In New England they say "the going" 


(meaning the condition of tbe roads) is bad; 
in tho south they say "the traveling" is bad. 
Perhaps to say the roods ore bad would be 
more intelligible than either. 


Southerners say "like" for "as If"—as "sho 


looked liko she wanted to go." They laugh 
at it in tho north, and in the same breath 
say "as" for "that"—"I don't know as I ever 
heard it here"—and then the southerner 
laughs, and both ore happy. So ingrained 
are both expressions, however, that the de- 
linquents ore seldom conscious of the delin- 
quency. 


A large proportion of grammatical mistakes 


are common to the uneducated wherever thoy 
are found, but there are some which ore so 
peculiar to certain sections that their use set- 
tles at once the question of whether tho per- 
son using them is from the north or the 
south. Tho expression "I seen" for "I saw" 
Is a very common mistake in the south and 
rare in the north, while ''I seen him yester- 
day" for "I saw him yesterday" so common, 
even among educated people at the north, Is 
never heard in the south. 


This makes it difficult for writers who have 


never lived In a certain section to imitate 
successfully the dialect -ot that people. They 
are apt to bo betrayed into the mistake of 
putting into the mouths of a certain <•!«*« la 
another part of the country such words as 
thoy would hear from the same class in then- 
own section. This undoubtedly is tho diffi- 
culty which many northern writers find in 
truthfully portraying tha negro dialect. 
They take as models the negroes they 
nave known, and Judge, incorrectly, that 
;ho talk of the southern negro would be tho 
same; consequently a practiced ear can almost 
always detect tho difference between one who 
assumes a familiarity and one who is "to this 
manner born." The incongruity of making 
a southern negro say, " Whor be you goln'?" 
as we saw recently in somo story, is inex- 
jrcssibly ludicrous to one familiar with their 
dialect. Ho might soy, "Whar you goin'l" 
or "Whar is you goinT but never "Whar be 
you goin'/" The honor of the expression 
'You bo" belongs exclusively to the north. 
IVlmt he would be most likely to say is, 
'Whar you gwinoJ"—Chautauquon. 


Printer's PI. 


To those who have nover visited tho com- 


posing room of a printing office and who do 
lot know what printers' pi is, a brief descrip- 
ion of that article may be of interest 
Every letter and character on the pages of 


;hls paper represent a piece of metal about 
hreo-quarters of on inch long, and these 
ieces, thousands In number, are held to- 
ether in an iron frame by thin strips of wood 
r metal between the columns, and wedges 


driven in all round close to the frame to keep 
tho matter in proper positioa It is while 
carrying tho frame around m a careless man- 
ner, or when something jars It, that the 
wedges sometimes tumble out, and the thou- 
sands of pieces of metal fall liko water out of 
a sieve and form what Is called printers' pi. 
A frame or cbaseful of type Is sensitive aa a 
plate of grass and has to be handled with ex- 
treme core if pi would be avoided. Printers' 
pie can be made in the jerk of a lamb's tail, 
but it costs lots of money, and people in 
printing offices are not at all fond of it 


Printers' pi is not necessarily the pi of 


printers. It is often what might be called 
chumps' or strangers' pi. When a stranger 
comes into a printing office ho is quite liable 
to become inquisitive and stroll into the com- 
posing room to ask some one if he thinks it is 
going to rain and while waiting for an an- 
swer he becomes tired and leans against one 
of tho imposing stones on which rests a page 
of freshly set matter that tho foreman is 
about to tie up and take down to tho press 
room. The stranger brushes his elbow over 
the page of type and it Is strangers' pi. It is 
the custom In most offices for the employes, 
of ter dropping the stranger down the eleva- 
tor shaft, to ring for on ambulance, but if 
they are very busy they let his friends hunt 
him up. 


Printers' pi Is vexatious, but strangers' pi 


Is dangerous and sometimes fatal If a 
stranger or outside party, who hasn't any

Tiio Hetrlo System. 


At a recent meeting of the French Academy 


of Sciences M. D. Malarco, speaking of the 
metric system of weights and measures, gave 
some interesting figures. In 1887 tho aggro- 
gate population of the countries in which tho 
motrio system was compulsory was over SOU,- 
000,000, being an increase of 58.000,000 in ton 
years. In 1887, in countries with a popula- 
tion of close on 97,000,000, tho use of the sys- 
tem was optional, and tha countries where 
tho metric system is legally admitted in 
principle and partially applied (as in Russia, 
Turkey and British India) had In 1887 a pop- 
ulation of 395,000,000, being an Increase of 
64,000,000 In ten years. Tho increase Is due 
to the growth of population In the countries 
which had already adopted the system and to 
ite adoption by now countries. Tho system 
of China, Japan and Mexico Is decimal, but 
not metric. The metric system is thus legally 
recognized by 79-1,000,000 of people, aud tho 
three last named countries have a population 
of about 474,000,000, so that only about 42,- 
000,000 of tho civilized world have systems 
which are neither metric nor decimal.—Lon- ' 
dou Standard.

Then seizing an egg 
sho putu It in one of tho slip nooses and, with 
a quick motion, throws It from her In such 
a way as to draw tho knot tight Tho swift 
turning of the dancer produces a centrifugal 
force which stretches tho thread out straight 
like » ray shooting from tho circumference 
of tho circle.

It is a fact, bo continued, that few people 


know what it is to rest well Many believe 
that they do rest well, and frequently I hear 
people remark that nothing in tho world dis- 
turbs them after they have gotten into their 
beds 


Yet these same people get up drowsy in the 


morning. Many of them are noticeably lan- 
guid all the time. Some of them are irritable 
and nervous, and all of them now and then 
complain of being so "lazy" or tired that 
they are incapable of displaying any energy 
whatever. Now the direct cause "of these 
things is a want of rest, and of this they are 
robbed by o host of readily cured ailments 
and petty disturbances. 


ENEMIES OP BEST. 


No one can get refreshing sleep in a room 


that is not properly ventilated. The window 
should in the summer time be lowered from 
the top and raised from the bottom. In the 
winter, if not altogether too cold for comfort, 
the same practice should be observed, and in 
any event the room should be properly aired 
before retiring, and some means for ventila- 
tion after that adopted. 


N6 one can sleep as well next to a boiler 


room os he could in a place where no jar or 
noise exists. Every vibration or violent sound 
is a clash with the nerves of the sleeper and a 
destroyer of his needed rest, whether he be 
conscious of it or not. Tho bustle and roar 
of every great city is more or less a tax on the 
life of each of its inhabitants. 


Another great enemy of rest is mental la- 


bor, when it is called into use before retiring. 
Any one that concentrates his thoughts in 
any way likely to cause worriment or anxiety 
before going to bed will pay the penalty by a 
sacrifice of his rest, and by carrying hollow 
eyes and unstrung nerves all the next day. 


This is very easily explained. The use of 


the brain functions causes an abnormal 
amount of blood to flow and settle there for 
the time being. Only by diversion of the 
mind in a recreative way and an ordinary 
amount of physical exercise can the brain be 
relieved of its load. Sleep will not do it, and 
when sleep does come on a person in this con- 
dition, after a good deal of tossing about, the 
brain will continue to act and the nerves to 
contract perhaps continuously throughout the 
night 


Then the poor victim will arise In the 


morning wondering why he does not feel re- 
freshed. The fact Is that, with the excep- 
tion of his eyes, which have been rested by 
being shielded from the light, he is not 
much better off than he would be hod he 
not gone to bed at all 


OOHCIENINO EATING.

Of the lat- 
ter not much can be said with delicacy. It 
Is a common complaint that gives rise to 
more serious ailments than any other single 
disorder.

Three America*' Congreoa. 


Secretary of State Blaine has issued a 


circular to the boards of trade in the 
lead ing cities asking for suggestions on 
the B abject of the Three Americas' con- 
gress, which convene* in YPWhington 


Oct. 
2. Measure! will be takeif at that 


congress looking to a closer union for 
amity and commerce among the nations 
of the western hemisphere. Hayti and 
San Domingo hate been asked to partici- 
pate. 


The movement is one that ought to 


have been inaugurated long ago. All 
the countries to be represented in the 
congress are republics save one—Brazil, 
an empire, and her policy Is so liberal 
and enlightened that she is almost good 
enough to bo clamed as a republic. If 
Canada should be invited, as she ought 
to bo, then every country in the whole 
Ifuw Woxld -will bo roproaontod, and 
good will and unity of mutual interests 
will be placed en a surer foundation than 
ever before. Increased commerce be- 
tween the United States and South 
America will be one of the principal 
subjects discussed. At any rate, the 
congress will mark an era In the history 
of nations. So vast an extent of terri- 
tory has never before been represented 
in a friendly alliance. 


Some of the objects of the conference 


will be: 


Measures toward tho formation of an 


American Customs union, under which 
the trade of the American nations with 
each other shall, so far as possible and 
profitable, be promoted. 


The establishment of a regular and fre- 


quent communication between the ports 
of the several American states and the 
ports of each other. 


The establishment of a uniform sys- 


tem of customs. 


Another object will be the adoption of 


• common sliver coin by all the govern- 
ments. Each country can stamp its own 
device upon the coin, but its value will 
bo the same in alL Yet another object 
will be to settle upon a fixed plan for ar- 
bitration and the peaceful settlement of 
all disputes between the countries of the 
federation. The United States, the elder 
and greater of the lister republics, does 
well to foster such peaceful enterprises. 


Grape* In 188O. 


The grape crop this year promises to 


be the largest on record, particularly in 
California. 
The white grape vintage 


there will produce 85,000,000 gallons of 
wirjo. But people in general are espe- 
cially Interested to haws the table grape 
abundant, cheap and good. When our 
country produces a table grape which, 
like so many varieties in Europe, Is deli- 
cate enough to be eaten, skin and all, 
then we shall have perfection. We are 
approaching It Our grapes for eating 
are steadily Improving. Our people, too, 
are becoming less dyspeptic and nervous, 
and getting better complexions, as they 
eat this fruit plentifully. A huge bunch 
of rip* grapes to begin breakfast with is 
a tonic and appetizer for all day. It is 
a good way to take grape juice. 


Since the annexation of her outlying 


provinces, Chicago claims to be the sec- 
ond city of the Union. She Is absolutely 
certain that the next census will give 
her a population of a million and a quar- 
ter. Chicago always was modest. But 
some of the newspapers in the city by 
the lake cannot help flapping their wings 
and crowing out: "What has Philadel- 
phia to say to that?" Thereupon The 
Public Ledger answers that all the in- 
habitants of Philadelphia are truly good, 
•wise, Intelligent and patriotic; that, in 
abort, every one of Philadelphia's million 
Inhabitants counts for about ten of the 
people of Chicago.

An American Steamship Line. 


A company with a capital of $10,000,- 


000 is about to be incorporated for the 
purpose of building in America an 
American lino of steamships to cross the 
Atlantic. 


The plans, BO far as they are known, 


are magnificent. At Montauk Point, on 
the northeast extremity of Long Island, 
Austin Corbin has bought 8,200 acres of 
land along the water front. It is here 
that the new steamships will land, in- 
stead of passing around Sandy Hook and 
up through the Narrows to the docks in 
New York city. 
Twelve hours from 


shore to shore will thus be saved. The 
thronged docks and waters of the city 
will be relieved of just that much 
crowding and a second New York will 
in course of time bo built up about Mon- 
tauk Point. 


The now steamers will be on the pala- 


tial ordtT. Each will cost a million and 
a quarter dollars. They will be of 12,000 
tons burden, 2,000 tons larger than any 
of the present passenger steamers afloat. 
There wdl be eight of them in the line to 
begin, and they will carry each 2,500 
persons in all, including 1,000 steerage 
passenger and 500 first cabin. The docks 
to be built at Montauk will equal in size 
and equipments those at Liverpool. The 
new ships will carry only mail, passen- 
gers and express freight. It ia expected 
that all the ships of the new line will 
cross the ocean in five days. 


The ships will be built and ready for 


service in two years from the present 
time, finally congress will be asked to 
grant a hubsidy to them for carrying the 
mails. 


Ciistlo Garden Marriages. 


The fame of Castle Garden as a mat- 


rimonial market grows apace. On an 
average 200 men apply every year to 
the superintendent of immigration for 
life partners. They are almost without 
exception farmers, many of them from 
the far west. Comparatively few Ameri- 
cans are among the number. They are 
mostly men who, at some time in their 
lives, themselves landed at Castle Gar- 
den. Many of them live so far away 
that they cannot come to take their pick 
and choice in person, and these write to 
the superintendent to select a wife for 
them and ship her. Marriage applica- 
tions are, however, discouraged by the 
authorities. They don't exactly like to 
take the responsibility of a matrimonial 
agency. 


No sentimental nonsense like bright 


eyes or soft sighs enters into the calcula- 
tion of those who seek helpmeets at Cas- 
tle Garden. They want a woman strict- 
ly for her working ability. She must be 
young, healthy, muscular and willing to 
labor like an ox. Thus will she earn her 
way on the farm, and her frugal husband 
will not have to pay a servant girl for 
doing his housework. Many of the men 
seeking wives are widowers. Occasion- 
ally a match really is made from Castle 
Garden. 


Thus it is not at all a romantic 


freak that prompts men to seek wives 
among the strong armed immigrants at 
Castle Garden, but exactly the reverse. 
In all the applications there never has 
been but one from a woman for a hus- 
band. She was a German farm woman 
from Minnesota. According to a Sun re- 
porter, she told the superintendent very 
plainly what she wanted a husband for. 


"What do I want him fort" fay* (he. "Why, 


what do you nippow I want him for! I haven't 
been lUnlag all my life for nothing. No, air; I ve 
got a fana, I have, and pig*, mod cows, and horses 
en It, too. But I ain't going to work myself Into 
the grave. Not much. I want • husband, I do, 
and a husband that know* a good thing wiien he 
sees It, and can ran a farm and handle a plow and 
teed itock and keep thlngi going. What can you 
do former"

A Floating Ho*cL 


A man who cannot get out of tho city 


in summer has an Idea that ia not at all 
bad. 
It is that in cities situated on tho 


seaboard and navigable rivers and bodies 
of water there should be built steamer 
hotels. There is always more or less 
breeze upon the water, and his idea ia 
that those compelled to be in city offices 
all day might get the benefit of this pure 
breeze through evening, night and morn- 
ing. The originator of the plan says: 


There should be a roomy, clean and safe vessel, 


with a spreading hull and liberal decks. It Bbould 
be fitted up with £large and comfortable state 
rooms, located so as to allow a free circulation of 
air. The common rooms, such as the parlors, 
reading rooms, dining, smoking and billiard 
rooms, should be of the comfortable and elegant 
character to be found En the better class of hotels 
ashore. 
A special feature should be a clear 


promenade deck over all. 


The steamboat should be propelled by steam 


by means of an engine capable of developing a 
speed of from five to ten knots an hour. The en- 
gines, however, should be as far removed from 
the living quarters of the ship as possible, and 
they need to be powerful enough only to make 
tho ship Independent and safe. 


Every afternoon at 6 o'clock or there- 


abouts the vessel should steam to the 
dock most convenient for business men. 
Then taking them on board she would 
away for a delightful evening sail, and, 
returning, anchor for tho night out upon 
the water where the air would be fresh 
und sleep sound. All the evening amuse- 
ments in vogue at the ordinary summer 
hotel could be engaged in on the steamer 
hotel. In the morning, while those on 
board were breakfasting, the good steam- 
°r would be bringing them to the dock 
again, ready for another day of the hut 
city and business. 


After landing the business men the 


boat should go out upon the cool water 
again with the women and children, an- 
chor and remain till the afternoon. By 
these the day could bo spent as days 
aboard ship are passed. Such a floating 
hotel could provide accommodations at 
the same rates as are asked at ordinary 
summer resorts. Certainly the plan is 
worth thinking of. 


Twenty-three Republics. 


Today in the world there are twenty- 


three republics. Two, France and Switz- 
erland, are in Europe. One, the negro 
republic of Liberia, is in Africa, An- 
other, which hardly deserves the name, 
is Hayti. San Domingo is another. The 
rest, eighteen, are in North and South 
America. 


Of tho republics of the world, every 


one except Liberia and San Domingo be- 
gan by a revolt against a monarchical 
government. All the American republics 
were originally colonies of some Europe- 
an government. The Spanish American 
republics are lately showing signs of a 
new and progressive life. Whatever is 
said against France, whatever forebod- 
ings there may be for her future, this 
much at least is true: The present French 
republic has endured longer than the em- 
pire that went just before it. As to the 
United States — we are well enough, 
thank you. In twenty years we shall be 
far and away the most powerful nation 
on the globe. On the whole, the cause 
of republicanism is not going backward. 


The Five Trusts. 


Five trusts are listed on the New York 


Stock Exchange. They are the Stand- 
ard Oil, the Lead, the Sugar, the Cotton 
Seed Oil and the American Cattle trusts. 
The Standard Oil concern is the mother 
and model of them all. The capital they 
represent is shown by the gigantic fig- 
ures in the table given below. In these 
times nothing can be done, apparently, 
without stupendous combinations of cap- 
ital and talent. It is in reality a form of co- 
operation in which poor working people 
might take their share as well as the 
rich, if they had the time and the tal- 
ent to combine their little savings into 
great enterprises.

FLY TRACKS ON PAPER. 


EMINENT AUTHORS AND EDITORS 


WHO WRITE ILLEGIBLY. 


Examples of Curious Chirogrftpliy Fur- 


nished by Choate, Greoley, Bioas, Words- 
worth, Scott and Byron—Some Speci- 
mens of Allimtenesft. 


In a letter written by Nathaniel Haw- 


thorne when a youthful student at Bowdoin 
college be remarks: "What do you think of 
my becoming an author and relying for sup- 
port upon my pen? 
Indeed, I think the 


illegibility of my hand writing is very author- 
like." Tho truth of this early assertion la 
attested by the fact that at his death the 
famous romancer left several manuscripts 
that remained long unpublished because no 
one could be found to decipher their Intrica- 
cies. Bis remark also serves to illustrate the 
proverbial reputation for poor penmanship 
with which, in common with the legal pro- 
fession, literary people have been so long 
credited. 


This reputation is, at the present daym 


least, almost wholly undeserved, since, with 
very few exceptions, the chirogrophy of our 
most prominent authors is quite unexception- 
able in its legibility. It is no doubt true that 
the handwriting of Joaquin Killer resembles 
a dilapidated hedge fence; that Nora Perry's 
molts away into intricacies of illegibility; 
that Aldrich's characters are but half formed, 
and that William Winter's are so strange 
and crooked as to resemble Japanese hiero- 
glyphics; but, on the other hand, the chirog- 
raphy of Holmes, Howells, Harte and a host 
of others are fair examples of the clerical 
neatness of most of our modern writers'man- 
uscripts. 
The little pleasantry of Hawthorne's, how- 


ever, had some foundation in fact, at many 
amusing anecdotes are recorded of veritable 
curiosities of chirogrophy among the most 
noted writers of the past. Some years ago a 
new form of annual was proposed in Eng- 
land, which was to consist of a story by em- 
inent authors, each of whom was to write a 
page, to be produced In fac-simile. After re- 
ceiving a few manuscripts the publishers were 
obliged to abandon the undertaking, as it was 
found that many of the pages would be 
utterly illegible to the ordinary reader, and 
because some of them would contain twenty 
words, while others would comprise enough 
to fill a newspaper column. This idea was, 
however, practically carried out in an edition 
of one of Hugh Conway's stories, in which 
each alternate page was a f ac-simile of the 
author's manuscript; but it Is safe to say that 
few readers ever took the trouble to decipher 
these pages, as the penmanship was almost 
microscopic, and was rendered still more 
illegible by being blurred in tbe process ot 
printing. 


The number of writefkwbo have attained 


tilis useless art of minute penmanship, so per- 
plexing to editors and printers, la really re- 
markable. As is well known, Charles Dick- 
ens was one of the chief offenders in this di- 
rection, his handwriting being very diminu- 
tive, while every inch of his manuscript wu 
usually covered as though paper were both 
scarce and expensive. His habit of writing 
with bine ink upon blue paper, with frequent 
interlineations and cross lines, completed his 
enormities, and must have made his copy a 
burden to the wearied proof reader and com- 
positor. Of a like nature was the chirography 
of Douglas Jerrold, who dotted down his 
jokes upon little slip* of blue paper in letters 
smaller than the type in which they are pres- 
ently to be set Charlotte Bronte's hand- 
writing was so exceedingly delicate that It 
appeared to have been traced with a needle, 
while Thackeray wrote a fine feminine hand, 
and delighted in ornamenting his manuscript 
with pen and Ink sketches and caricatures of 
his famous characters. 


The most celebrated exponent of bad pen- 


manship in America wai Rufus Choate, 
whose signature bos been aptly compared to 
• gridiron struck by lightning, and whose 
handwriting was, in many cases, absolutely 
undecipherable, even by tho writer himself. 
On one occasion Mr. Choate was having his 
house repaired, and made arrangements to 
have a carved mantelpiece put up, promising 
to send the model. Failing to obtain one to 
suit him1 he wrote to his workman to that 
effect 
The carpenter, after studying the 


missive—which looked as If a spider wading 
in ink hod crawled across the paper—at 
length concluded that It must be the tesired 
plan, and forthwith began fashioning proba- 
bly the most original mantelpiece that ever 
ornamented a room. This story Is almost 
equal to that told of the great Napoleon, who 
was such a wretched writer that it is said his 
letters from Germany to Josephine were at 
first taken for rough maps of the seat of war. 


No mention of remarkable penmen would 


be complete which did not include the name 
of Horace Greeley, whose chirography was 
once tersely described by a new compositor 
in The Tribune office in the savage remark, 
liberally interspersed with profanity: "It 
Belshazzar had seen this handwriting on the 


waDTie would have been more terrified thou 
be was." Mr. Greeley, becoming disgusted 
with the blunders of one of his type getters, 
sent a note to tho foreman requesting him to 
discharge the man at once, as he was too In- 
efficient a workman to be any longer em- 
ployed on The Tribune. The foreman obeyed 
instructions, but before leaving the typo 
managed to get possession of Mr. Greeley'a 
note, and Immediately went to a rival office 
and applied for work, showing the note as a 
recommendation. The foreman to whom he 
applied scanned the note and said: "Oh, I 
see—'good and efficient compositor'—em- 
ployed for a long time on The Tribune- 
Horace Greeley," and immediately set him 
to work on tho strength of Greeley's certifica- 
tion of his Incapacity, after having been out 
of a job for the space of about fifteen min- 
utes. 


The handwriting of Horace Greeley wot 


plain compared with that of Mr. Bloss, of The 
Cincinnati Enquirer, who was, beyond doubt, 
the worst penman who ever occupied an 
editorial chair. This remarkable journalist 
was peculiar in his methods, but in none more 
so than in his manner of writing. His pen 
was held at the extreme end of the holder, 
and tbe strange characters which he made 
were sometimes almost aa unintelligible to 
himself as to the world at large. His writ- 
ing was simply a series of hieroglyphics; but 
he mode his characters always alike, and, in 
course of time, by close study, one could learn 
to decipher them. When it.was known that 
Mr. Bloss was dead, the printers hi Tho En- 
quirer news room lost no time in rummaging 
tho waste paper bags for specimens of his 
chirography, until in. less than hour not a 
scrap of his manuscript was to be found in 
the office. 


Of all noted authors, probably none was 


such a terror to his printers as Balzac, al- 
though Wordsworth, Sir Walter Scott and 
Byron were nearly as bad. The latter, in 
particular, made a fearful mess of his proofs, 
and scrawled corrections on the margins till 
Murray and his printers were almost driven 
out of then* senses. His additions were gen- 
erally greater thon the original text. To 
one poem, which originally contained 400 
lines, 1,000 were afterward added in tho 
proofs. Balzac's copy was altered and cor- 
rected sometimes as many as fifteen times, 
and revise afur revise returned in almost 
illegible condition.—Pittsburg Dispatch. 


What a Word Did. 


A word whispered on an Alpine slope may 


precipitate an avalancho, and a suggestion 
spoken by a friend may start a man in an 
honorable caroor. Sir William Napier, dis- 
abled by an incurable wound, and living on 
half pay, was walking ono day in London 
with Lord Langdale. Napier had been dab- 
bling in painting and sculpture, and had 
written for The Edinburgh Reriew an ablo 
article on Jomini's great work on military 
operations. 


The two friends conversed, while walking, 


on Southey's narrative of the Peninsula war, 
then fresh from the press, and Lord Lang- 
dale was greatly struelc by Napier's remarks 
concerning the events of the struggle, in 
which he himself had achieved distinction. 


"Napier, what are you going to do?" sud- 


denly asked Langdale. 


"Do you mean where I am going to dine?" 


answered Napier. 


"No, no. What are you thinking of for an 


occupation! You ought to give yourself to 
literature. Tour article on Jomini proves 
that you can write. Why not write a his- 
tory of the war?" 


Hapler went home to tell his wife what 


Lord Langdale had said. Ho added that he 
doubted whether he was clever enough to 
write a history of the war. She believed in 
her husband's talents, and was anxious that 
he should take up some serious occupation, 
and accordingly encouraged him to try. He 
did try. Day after day he labored at the 
desk. His wife, though burdened with the 
cares of a large family, was his counselor 
and amanuensis. She deciphered the whole 
of Joseph Bonaparte's secret correspondence, 
written in a cipher which had baffled all the 
experts who had undertaken to read it. 


"I would have given twenty thousand 


pounds," said Wellington, on hearing of her 
success, "to any person who could have done 
that for me in the Peninsula." 


Five yearsafter the conversation with Lord 


Langdale the first volume of the "History of 
the Peninsula War" was published. It made 
its author famous. The public were delighted 
to read the book of one who had nobly shared 
hi making the history he so eloquently nar- 
rated. His descriptions of battles, sieges and 
marches stirred the hearte of readers, and 
school boys declaimed his most brilliant pas- 
sages. But the simple word of a friend had 
started the historian to hia work.—Youth's 
Companion.
